(1) leaser ^—The existence ef pmeanent (taillgt^ni) Spi^dat 
leaaoa^ tinder tbettrniR of which the landlord ia debarrchd from raising 

the rent, was at one time held to be a formidable obstacle to any rerl* 
sion of the reventie. Thu conrso adopted has ht^en te iesau separate 
pnttas to the pattadnr lor that poHion of his land which is let on 
mu]gic?nL A separate pnttn has been isHuod for each tenant. In the 
event of the pattadar rofaBing to psy, the land itself is procetded 
against in the first instance^ The tenant then pays the nsscBsmunt lo 
avoid the Iosb of his tenure which would he entailed if the land were 
brenglit to sale for arrearB of rcTCiine.

Tn many cases the rent was raised when it was given on oidlg^ni

chalg^ni {temporary) leases on similar lands. The eases in which 
the ass^^nient is really hss than the rent are nsually leaica of old 
date« The increnso in a^cssmeni is mont pmhably due, in tneb 
cases, to the extension of enltivalion on the part of the tennnt, who

The ebovo rents am girefi aa a record of the fiKato of thinga pro- 
Yailing prior to lLo introduction of eel tie me ot. The bighoat renta 
abeorb almost the whole of the fintt crop. The tc^nani mast make his 
living aod pay tho eiiCpeiiAeB of caltivatLou from the Eteeond orop and 
I ho thii d wet or the grain orop^ if anj, Teiiant+^ In sneh trjiote ate, 
in fact, mere coolioA^ imd eke out their living by other ocoopatioaH. 
In euoh caaea enh^^noemont of rent is impossible, in general, how- 
over, the InndH^wiiiiig olaH^iue hare everywhere raisod their rents in 
proportion to the assessment. In some e<iSes they have netliiilly mnde 
a profit ont of the sEttlement by rsiaing their lonUby the full arEioniii 
of the settlement assessmeot, thenmelves gaining the heueRt of the
